— Tho disi.oviuies 
of recent Alrioan oxplorors have dispollud 
many of the popular notions coneeniiiig tbu 
ijioat desert of Sahara. It used to bo do.s- 
orlbod as a nearly level saudy plain, 'i'hia 
plain, it is now ascertained, does not exist, 
except at its eastern and western extremi- 
ties. The central portions rise in thu form of 
terraces, to 900 or 1200 feet above tho val- 
leys of the Alias and Soudan, 'I'bey are 
interspersed with ravines and graniiu bllla. 
fiarth apooks of mountains 4000 or 50U0 feet 
high. In general, however, the surface of 
the desert is flat or slightly undulating; in 
(lino plaoDS covered with a thick bed of 
iind, in others I ard and flinty, livory as- 
pect coiiliriiis the upiuiou of Munibuldl, tliat 
the dosert is tho belt ol n former sea. ele- 
vated by a geological convulsion. Tli« 
traveler, almost at every atop, moots With 
mounds ol fossil, shell and other debris ol 
marine animals. There are imroenso depo 
sits of rock salt, in some places us pure as 
marble, and so oompaot as to serve in the 
construction of houses. Soudan derives salt 
f oiu ihis souiue. Tho ellurveBcence of niire 
or saltpolor is almost uverywliuio apparent. 
Lions, timers and other ferocious nniiuuts .with 
which the desert has in imagination been 
peopled, are met with only in Ihu forest or 
ihn oasis, where alone they can find food i ■ 
water. The lion w king of tho dosert or y 
in poetry, Man is the iruo wild animal wiJh 
whom the traveler dreads un enoouutur, an 
bandits infest every oaravau roulo lu tie 
Sahara. The k^.ihara is not always desii 
tuto of tvater. In paseing between Iho tro- 
pics the sun carries with him heavily laden 
oimbus clouds, which not meatin;; with any 
mountains h gh ei ough to condeusQ the.r 
moisture and cuu>e it to fall at intervals, 
deacend occasionally by their own gravity 
and drop llieir water Ireasurus in yuahiug 
lorrorits whieli fill every ravine. It is a de- 
luge which liisia but for a inumeiil. tho wa- 
ter disappears io the purrncable soil as fust 
as it comes, and forms extensive sheets ul 
water a short distance below tha surface. 
This fact has been revealed by nnmeruua 
soundings. Already escellent artesian well-, 
seek by f'"rencli engineers,' have created ver- 
ilant oase.s in places where every vesliye o! 
vi'f^ 'talioii apiii'ared to be eternally barnd 
beoealh the Mind. From time iininemorliil. 
I til' Aiabs have suni; in Iho uperi ilii.serlb< 
wells several hundred leet deep, till ihey met 
with tbo watery bed, which they called the 
subterranean sea.

slavery. The great mass aro demoralized, 
and aocepnn;^ the ravings ol unsubdued trai- 
tors as their (,'onpel, Ihey aro cruel and unro- 
Ijiitloss in their demeanor toward Norther^ 
ners wlieu they dare to bo. Another eeriniH 
stumbling block, is the fact that the people 
here allow political sentiments to influence 
ibem in their social relations. Women will 
not sit in the saino church pow with Yan- 
kees or Union men. Wilh rare u.xcoplions 
ihe houses of Cunlodorale families arc closed 
aL'ainst all who did not li.'ln for the rebel- 
lion. 'I'he result of this is ncriinuniotis re- 
crimination, and finally open enmity." 

Tho consnmplion of beer in Paris is in- 
creasing in a rernarkablo manner. Si.x trains 
arrive every week by the Eastern li.iilway, 
completely laden wilh casks of that liipior 
from Alsace and Lorraine, and the quaniily 
drank annually amounts to 4,.500.000 gallons, 
and has neatly doubled within live years. 
That is certainly been enough lo quench a 
ijuod deal of thirst.
